The amendments to the claims have been made for editorial purposes. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest a sizing composition for glass fibers essentially as 
claimed in the present claims, said sizing composition comprising at least one silane 
comprising an alkenyl group comprising a straight chain segment of five to seven 
carbon atoms, wherein the at least one carbon-carbon double bond is terminal and 
wherein the carbon atoms on the terminal double bond are unsubstituted. Sage, Jr., 
6,436,476 B1 teaches coating a fiber material with a coating composition comprising a 
silane and lubricant wherein the silane can be norbornenyl triethoxysilane or 
norbornenyl methoxysilane. The silane compounds of Sage, Jr. are cyclic and thus do 
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not have the requisite straight chain segment of five to seven carbon atoms as required 
by the present claims. Nakamura et al, 5,973,067 and Agodoa 4,618,389 each teach 
primer compositions for promoting adhesion of thermosetting rubbers, comprising 
organosilicon compounds such as hexenyltrimethoxysilane or hexenyltriethoxysilane, 
but do not teach or suggest the inclusion of a film former and lubricant and there is no 
clear reason or motivation to modify the compositions of Nakamura et al. or Agodoa to 
include these components.
